King Abdullah receives Egyptian Prime Minister 

The Custodian of the Two Holy Mosques King Abdullah bin Abdulazlz received an 
Egypt"* delegation in Riyadh on April 25 that Included I Prime .^-ster D, Essam 
Sharaf, Minister of Planning and International Cooperation Fa.za Abu Al-Naga, 
Minister of Finance Dr. Samir Radwan and Minister of Foreign Affairs Nab,, A| . 
Arabi During the subsequent meeting, the two sides discussed b.lateral 
^operation, developments in the Arab world and other issues of common 
interest. 

On the two-day trip to the Kingdom, the delegation met with several other ■senior 
Saudi officials/including Crown Prince Sultan ^^^^^^^ 
Prince Saud Al-Faisal. Following these meetings, Prime Minister Sharaf made a 
statement praising the deep-rooted, historic relations between Egypt and Saud. 
Arabia. Responding to a question on relations between his country and the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) member states, the Prime Minister stressed I tha : the 
security of the GCC nations is integral to the security of Egypt. He added We 
are tied with the GCC countries by historic relations and interference in their 
affairs is a red line." 

King Abdullah received a number of other Arab officials last week including Qatari 
Prime Minister and Foreign Minister Sheikh Hamad bin Jassim bin Jabr A -Thani 
an ^Bahrain, Prime Minister Prince Khalifa bin Salman Al-Khalifa on April 18 and 
19, respectively. On April 22, the Saudi monarch held a meeting with Gen. 
Mohammad bin Zayed Al-Nahayyan, Abu Dhabi's Heir Apparent and Deputy 
Supreme Commander of the UAE Armed Forces. 

SAUDI ARABIA-U.S. RELATIONS 

U.S. Congressman Keith Ellison tours Saudi Arabia
